	Billet Description: The incumbent manages several of the main hydrographic/bathymetric databases at the NGDC.  The databases include the NOS Hydrographic Data Base, the MBDB, and derived gridded data sets.  The responsibilities of the manager include the assimilation of new data, improvements, maintenance, availability, utilization, and protection of these national resources.  He/She also serves as liaison for the bathymetric databases with the non-navigational community.  The NOSHDB is comprised of over 40 million soundings that contains the results of over 50 years of hydrographic surveys of US territorial waters and the US EEZ conducted by the NOS and its predecessor agencies.  The MBDB is comprised of bathymetric surveys and trackline data collected by NOS, and multi-beam cruises conducted by foreign countries and academic institutions.

4.  Assist in program coordination with senior level scientists in NGDC, NOS, and elsewhere.
5.  Direct the dissemination of data to customers.
6.  Provide back-up and security for NOS digital hydrographic data and multi-beam data.
7.  Provide liaison between NGDC and NOS for EEZ survey data.
8.  Investigate and test latest technology for management of survey data.
9.  Participate in and encourage development of new products and applications.

This billet also prepares the officer for the billet of Bathymetric Data Acquisition Program Manager.
